RIFLE RANGE NEARLY COMPLETED 

Some of you folks probably think that the 
Greenbelt Gun Club has been shot into the gravee 
yard over there near the future rifle rmge. Well, 
fear not, you would-be target experts--«someaf the 
mertbers are still endeavoring to bring forth a real 
renge for the enjoyment of shooters in the tom. 

The area, es you may have noticed, has long since 
been cleared of brush, lumber and extraneous red 
dirt. The backstop. has been pushed up into place by 
Mr. Vincent's trusty workers, fence posts are in, 
and over a dozen loads of gravel have bem dumped in 
the section to be built up as the 100 yard firing 
line. Other jobs throughout town have slowed up the 
actual construction of the raised and sodded firing 
point, but club members have started digging post= 
holes and erecting the five foot posts on which will 
be placed the target racks. When finished, there 
will be three, twelve foot racks, eaoh bearing four 
targets. 

On the Greenbelt range, instesd of having two or 
three different firing lines from which to shoot at 
one target position, there will be- only one firing 
line at the 100 yerd distence and the target racks 
will be movable in intermediate distances between 
embankment and the line. By this arrangement,,rifle 
shooters oa be firing the 100 yard targets side by 
side with the hend-gun shooters who can pop away at 
the closer racks. 

Last Saturday, when the first three post-holes 
were being dug, we found a professional (7) post= 
holer in Swim Guard Boggs. He said that while he 
hadn't been doing much dirt work since he left the 
ferm some years ago, a little practice would get him 
back into farm! 

Incidently, if eny of you men want to work out on 
Saturday or Sunday efternoons end help get the rmge 
completed==-come down to the rmge and try art on the 
posts.

The petition below Will be submitted for the con= 
sideration of the Council of the Tow of Greenbelt 
at the mecting to be held on Monday, July 17, 1939, 

It is expected that this petition will replace one 
of a similar nature which had been presented to Coun= 
cil at its meeting on June 26, 1939, by Mr. A. S, Are 
ness, and which was tabled for further consideration 
at the next meeting in conjunction with reports on 
the first month's operation of the pool, 

This petition was drawn by a group which met with 
Councilman East at the home of Mr. Benjamin Ketchum, 
1l=D Ridge Road, on July 5, 1939, 

Those present were Mr. Sherrod East, Mr. and Mrse 
A. S. Arness, Mr. A, N, Gawthrop, Mr. Irving Johnson, 
Mr, and Mrs. J. E. Bargas and Mread Mrs. Benjamin 
Ketcham, 

It is suggested that interested persons be present 
at the meeting of July 17, 1939. 


To the Council of the Town of Greenbelt; 

We, the undersigned, respectfully petition that 
the following changes be effected in the rate struc- 
ture for use of the swimming pool, It is believed 
that these changes fall within the authority of this 
Council, 

The purpose of these changes is to make possible 
the maximum ‘use of the pool by Greenbelt families, 
for health and recreation, and at rates consistent 
with the non-profit nature of this facility; and to 
eliminate the existing discrimination against a 
large number of Greenbelt families. 

These suggested changes arenmde on the asswaption 
that the purpose ofthe pool is primarily its maximum 
use by Greenbelt families and that revemme is dew 
sirable only in such amounts as will cover the costs 
of investment and operation, It is believed that 
thefe changes will increase the use of the pool and 
maintain or increase present revenue,

Participation 


It is inoreasingly apparent that denocracy's 
chief problem today is one of participation, for 
demooracy is an active, dynamic concept, md not a 
condition thet just exists vecause it is right or 
because the gods will it. With the overwhelming 
evidence from past and present experience that our 
liberties end civil rights are quickly stripped from 
us when we fail to use those rights we should expect 
to see more interest and participation in civic af+ 
fairs and community life. Graft and corruption 
recketeering end dictatorship creep swiftly into 
those organizations, whether they be city govern- 
ment or church social club, whose members are no 
longer vigilant. 

We have in Greenbelt about 40 organizations which 
offer group perticipation in religion, cooperation 
and welfare, athletics, civic affairs, and hobbies. 
While a few of these may draw criticism end some may 
have limited appeal, all of them offer some degree 
of merit or justification for their existence. Each 
club or society came into being to fulfil a definite 
need in Greenbelt. Despite suggestions that we are 
overburdened with orgenizetions, 40 activities would 
not seem too many for a populatim of 3200 when the 
small amount of time required for som is consider~ 
ed. Surely Greenbelt. stripped of all community life 
would be a drab and stilted place to live, 

In the face of this leaders of nearly every group 
in tom privately admit a deep concern for the fue 
ture. With a few exceptions meetings are poorly at- 
tended, ani the efforts expended in preparation end 
advertisement of any particular event are scarcely 
repaid in the results obteined. 


Everyone wants these sctivities but few are will- 
ing to help establish or maintain them. There is a 
prevalent attitude of “Let George do it", end when 
"George" does it there is raised a ory of lament 
that ow institutions are dominated by a small, ex=- 
clusive clique who run things inefficiently ani for 
their ow benefit. 

And that's true] Ami whet are you going to do 
‘about it, because that is your problem? And if you 
fail to solve it, ani again say “Let George do it", 
we shall at’ best stumble along behini a false front, 
dissatisfied, ever-oritical, aml missing a part of 
the fullness of living, ami we shall at worst bring 
upon ourselves the despairing philosophy of fascism. 
For "George", efficient or not, intelligent or ige 
norant, easily acquires a scorm far those who allow 
him to so readily assume complete responsibility and 
control, endif "George" is unscrupulous enough he 
becomes “der Feuhrer", "il Duce", "el Caudillo", or 
a “Mayor=Hague". 

\Nor is thte wxele pro’ lem of participation con- 
fined to Greenbelt. We have seen it-=--or showld 
have seen it, because it is flagrantly apparent---in 
our home towns, in the colleges we sttended, in the 
lodge, umion, or civic association parties we be= 
longed. 


Here in Greenbelt, however, we have unusual op= 
portunities for casting aside this apathy. Here we 
live in a vwelleplanned, closely-kmit comunity, We 
have educational and recreational facilities that 
are the envy of the rest of the country. Unless 
cen utilize what we have and demonstrate that t.. 
use gives us a social sonscience and makes us pare 
ticipating citizens in our community we might as 
well go back to the caves now. Man progresses, but 
the progress is pitifully slow because som of us 
are too lazy to participate.
